TRAGEDY AT. YONKERS

FATAL SHOOTING OF TWO
YOUNG GIRLS,

Insane Fomndness For s Child
The Supposed Cause of the
Awful Deed.

NEW YORK, Feb. 23—A pecullar
tragédy has occurred In the residence
of Willlam H. S8imons at Cariyle, a su-
burban of Yonkers. It resulted in the
serious wounding of Georglanna, the
five year okl Simons girl. and the
probable fatal wounding at her. own
hands of Amelln Foscher, a Hungar-
lan servapt girl

The ocause of the shooting, which
was done by the servant, is supposed to
have been an Insane fondness for the
child, whom she feared being sepa-
rated frosm her through dismissal,

Mrs. Slmons, mother of the child,
went shopping, leaving the lttle girl
In charge of the servant. When she
returned there was no response to her
ring and she had to effect an entrance
by breaking a window. She Instant-
ly detected a strong odor of gns and
heard groans on the top floor, where
are located the servant's room and
the children's playing room. Hasten-
Ing upstairs Mre 8imons was horri-
ted bo see Lhe servant stretched out
on the floor with the little girl lying
by her side. A side bracket had been
wrenched from the wall and the room
and hallway were filled with gas. Mrs,
Bimons rushed to the telephone and
notified the police.

Two small bullet wounds were found
In the child. Both were superficlal
and she soon recovered from the ef-
fects of the gas  Three bullete had
penetrated the servant’s body and she
was removed to a hospltal where |t
was belleved she would not recover.
Georglannn sald she and the servant

ware in the childeen's room when
Amella sald she was goilng down
slairs to get some gum. Ehe re-

turned In a few minutes and Immedl-
ately fired two ahots at the child who
had gone Into the servant's room
when she heard Amella coming up-
stalrs,.

TWO SENATORS
COME TO BLOWS

Tillman and McLaurin Engage
in Fistic Combat During
Open Session.

MOST DISGRACEFUL SCENE

MeLaurin Safd Tillman - Lied
and Benlor Senator Rained
Blows Upon His
Colleague.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 22—Washing-
fon's biethday was signalized In the
United States sendte by s fist fight
The two senators Crom South Caro-
lins were. tha aotive participants. in
the affmy, Tillman, in the course of
& speech upon the Phillppine tariff bill,
made aerim':;reﬂeé'lm 'npon the hon-
or of s colleague, McLaurin, In brief,
he charged that his vote in support of
the ratification of the treaty of Paris
had been cast through the exercise of
Improper influences.

McLaurin was not In the chamber at
the time, but he was sent for and ap-
peared just as Tillman concluded his
speech.

Pale as asmhes, McLaurin rose to ad-
dress the senate, speaking to i ques-
ton of personal privilege. He review-
ed Tillman's charges briefly and then
denounced the statement made by his
colleague as a “wilful, walicious and

deliberate lle.”

Bearcely had the 'mdl fallen from
his lips when Tillman, ¢iiting a few
seats from him, with Teller between
them, sprang at Mchaurin, and in an
instant these (wo senators, having
awep, Teller aside, were nguged In &
rough and tumble fight. XeLaurin re-
ceived a heavy biow on the forehead,
while Tillman got a punth on the
nose which brought blood.

Assistant Sargeant-at-Arms Layton
sprang over the desks to reaclr and
separite the combatants and himself
recelved several blows. He gol between
them finally and by main strength
wrenched them apart. Senators War-
ren, of Wyoming, and =cott, of West
Virginia, leaped to his assistance and
caught the arms of the belligerents,
forcing them to thelr seats. Intense
excitement prévailed Everybody was
on his feet. Not a word, however,
was spoken. The senntors stood about
the chamber for a moment quite help-
less and pale (o the lipa.

Finally order was restored partial-
ly.and In the midst of intense exclte-
ment the senate went into secret ex-
ecutive session. For two hours It
discussed the event behind closed
doors. When the doors were opened
It was made known that“oth of the
South Caroline senators, by unanimous
vote, had bheen declared to be [n cofh-
tempt of the senate. They were per-
mitted by a vole of the sennte to make
apologles - to the senate. Their state-
ments were listened to oy both sena-
tors and the people In the gulleries
with breathless Interest. Senator Till-
mun left the capitol when adjourn-
ment was taken for recess and did not
return for the night seasion.
